I, was casy to see that Judy was a sick little girl 
as she lay there, restless and flushed against the 
white hospital pillow, a small figure in the large 
rheumatic-fever ward 

Her temperature was high, and the pains in 
her thin shoulders and knees made large tears 
fill her big, brown eves as the doctors gently 
made their necessary examinations. They had 
already noted the small lumps beneath the skin 
at her knees and elbows, and earlier ¢xamina- 
tions had shown that dangerous Huid was gath- 
ering around her heart 

lil a month, it looked as though it would be 
many long months more before Judy would be 
out of the hospital. By then, perhaps, her heart 
would be irreparably damaged. Yet, within 24 
hours her temperature had dropped to normal, 
and by the next day she was sitting up in bed 
asking for food and comic books. Before many 
weeks passed, Judy was back home; and today, 
a year later, she is still free from symptoms of 
rheumatic fever, her heart action normal. 

What was the miracle which brought Judy 
from invalidism to robust health? It was ACTH, 
the new miracle drug which, with its sister drug, 
cortisone, is a promising new weapon in the fight 
against this killer which last year claimed five 
times as many VICLUIMS as polio, Ww hooping cough, 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles, and meningitis 
combined, 


Ay the House of the Good Samaritan in Boston, 
Dr. Benedict F. Massell gave ACTH to a group 
of children with rheumatic fever. At the con- 
clusion of the treatment, three-fourths of the 
cases were considered terminated, half of the 
rest were definitely improved, while only a few 
had failed to respond to the treatment 

Dr. Albert Dorfman, assistant professor of 
pediatrics, University of Chicago, and director 
of research at Chicago’s Lia Rabida Sanitorium, 
which specializes in rheumatic-tever patients, 
also found that ACTH meant a marked improve- 
ment im many cases. “The reaction leads us to 
hope that damage to the heart can be greatly 
lessened if ACTH is given early in the first at- 
tack,” says Doctor Dorfman. 


However, experts like Doctor Dorfman and 
Doctor Massell, who know the drug best, are 
the first to.warn against overoptimism. They be- 
lieve that much more testing will be necessary 
before definite conclusions are warranted. Also, 
these drugs are dangerous friends. Neither 
ACTH nor cortisone should be given except un- 
der the close supervision of a physician familiar 
with their use, who will check the patient for any 
undesirable reaction 

Rheumatic fever, second only to accidents as 
cause of death to children aged 5 to 19, will 
clairn 20,000 new victims within the next 12 
months. [t is responsible for at least 40 percent of 
the heart disease which appears in adult life 


Too many parents feel that their child is safe 
from the threat of rheumatic fever. After all, 
don’t the rheumatic-fever children come from 
the overcrowded, unsanitary backwash of the 
cities? 

Some do, yes. But many others come from 
neat suburban homes and rural areas where 
plenty of orange juice is the rule and a big back 
yard is taken for granted. Because this is the type 
of home the Wilsons provided for 9-year-old 
Betsy, Mrs. Wilson was stunned when the school 
nurse suggested that rheumatic fever might be 
the reason for smart little Betsy’s low grades and 
fatigue 

She lost no time in getting Betsy down to the 
family doctor. “I’ve never faced the possibility of 
my child having rheumatic fever,’ she con- 
fessed, as the doctor helped Betsy settle com- 
fortably on the examination table. 

“Few parents do, Mrs. Wilson,” the doctor 
said. He took a blood sample for a sedimentation 
test and listened carefully to Betsy's heart before 
continuing, ““Rheumatic fever is a treacherous 
enemy. [t rarely gives any symptoms pointing to 
the heart. Sometimes there is something as defi- 
nite as aching joints, or persistent fever a degree 
or so above normal. Occasionally nosebleeds or 
attacks of chorea (St. Vitus’ dance) are the first 
signs. Often, however, the only warnings that 
something is wrong are such vague symptoms as

or unusual restlessness or unease.” 

Mrs. Wilson remembered that 
Betsy had complained of some 
joint pains, but she had attributed 
jthem to “growing pains.” The 
doctor shook his head, ““‘We know 
it doesn’t hurt to grow. Any pains 
within the joints which continue 
for more than a day or two bear 
investigation.” 

“Do you think Betsy does have 
rheumatic fever?” Mrs, Wilson’s 
voice faltered on the question 

“Definite diagnosis is difficult, 
but since there is some evidence of 
rheumatic fever, you can take her 
right over to the hospital for X-rays 
and electrocardiogram to see how 
her heart is. Put Betsy to bed when 
you get home, and after we have 
the results of these tests we'll know 
how best to proceed.” 


The tests showed that, although 
the sedimentation rate was high, 
indicating there was infection pres- 
ent, Betsy’s heart was undamaged 
Mrs. Wilson was glad to learn that 
Betsy had a good chance of being 
among the third of those stricken 
who go through their first bout with 
rheumatic fever without develop- 
ing rheumatic heart disease 

The most tragic element of rheu- 
matic fever is that one attack, in- 
stead of making the child immune, 
only makes him more susceptible 
to other attacks. These may tear 
deeper into the heart, leaving 
scarred valves and enlarged mus- 
cles which will never recover. Our 
best hope lies in prevention of 
rheumatic fever or controlling, 
whenever possible, the extent of 
damage within the heart 

“How can I protect my child 
against rheumatic fever?’ doctors 
are asked every day 

Unfortunately, there is no handy 
vaccine or antitoxin, as there is for 
smallpox or diphtheria. However, 
good nutrition and strong resist- 
ance to general infection are im- 
portant allies. This emphasizes 
your youngster’s need for regular, 
nourishing meals every day and 
plenty of sleep every night. Doc- 
tors warn, too, to protect your chil- 
dren from dampness and chilling, 
especially during the late-winter 
and early-spring months when 
streptococcal infections are most 
prevalent. If your child’s shoes, 
socks, or clothing get wet during

these rainy, snowy months, have 
him change to warm, dry clothes 
as soon as possible. If he seems to 
be chilled, have him get warm by 
the heat, or pop him into bed 

Strep infections, such as scarlet 
fever, tonsillitis, and strep throat, 
are frequently forerunners of rheu- 
matic fever. Although often mild 
in themselves, these infections can 
lay the groundwork for a killing or 
crippling rheumatic-fever attack 

Hoping to prevent rheumatic 
fever by fighting the strep infec- 
tions which so often precede it, 
doctors have been using penicillin 
and the drugs from the sulfa 
group. There is no way of knowing 
how many children have been 
saved from a first rheumatic-fever 
attack because the initial strep in- 
fection was stopped before the 
jump could be made, but there is 
much evidence to prove the value 
of these drugs in preventing the 
second and third attacks which 
may increase heart damage. 

Eleven-year-old Johnny Ma- 
kowski was | of 126 children used 
in a recent control test in Chicago. 
These youngsters, all of whom had 
recovered from acute rheumatic 
fever, were divided into two groups 
which were equal in sex, age, race, 
and economic background. John- 
ny’s group took penicillin tablets 
one week during each month for 
three school years, and in that time 
not one had a recurrence of the 
disease. The other group did not 
get the penicillin. Their recurrence 
rate reached 11 percent 


r 

Te Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company records show that 
mortality from rheumatic fever 
dropped during the 1940's. Dr. 
George M. Wheatley, Metropoli- 
tan vice-president, feels that this 
drop may be ascribed to the wide- 
spread use of penicillin and the 
sulfas against strep infections 
Once rheumatic-fever symptoms 
are present, however, neither peni- 
cillin, sulfa, nor any of the other 
antibiotics are effective weapons 
against the actual disease. 


In New York, Dr. Harold 
C. Anderson and Dr. Maclyn 
McCarty are working on what 


may well be our first sure diag- 
nostic test for rheumatic fever. In

more self-reliant because of her absences 


‘i, a mother has to go to work outside her home, as so 
many now are doing, she’s apt to feel guilty and worry about 
the effect her absences will have on her children.

I knew it would mean leaving early in the morning before 
my two daughters boarded the school bus, and that my 3- 
year-old son would have to spend all morning with a sitter. 
And I remembered all the things psychology had taught me 
about “emotional security.” 

How would it affect my daughters to have no- mother 
around at breakfast time and to supervise that mad dash for 
school? How would it affect my small son to have a new 
person taping up bruises and massaging bumps? I remem- 
bered my own mother and grandmother, and their contin- 
uing, concentrated devotion to the rearing of their young. 
Didn't I owe it to my children to devote myself exclusively 
to them? - 

Then I took stock of myself as a mother. I think I'm fairly 
typical of this generation of mothers. I was involved in my 
children, I decided. Every minor catastrophe was spelled 
out with a capital letter, with resulting worry or ¢xaspera- 
tion. Every play activity of my son was checked for fear of 
possible danger or harmful effects. 


Ana I took a good look at the children. My daughters were 
depending on me for everything from a lost hair ribbon to 
decisions on what book to read for a school report. My son 
was never allowed a margin for experiment, always being 
hauled back to the safety of his own yard. He was beginning 
to feel like a sissy among his more independent playmates. 

I decided to go to work. 

Now, two years later, I can see the results, and they are 
eood. My daughter Judy, for instance, who is 10, can mend 
her own clothes, wash and iron, and keep her wardrobe in 
order. She’s developing quite a flair for style because she’s 
had to decide for herself what to wear to school each day. 
And she’s learned that many times the blouse she wants is in 
the hamper or minus buttons, and that she’s responsible for 
seeing that it is clean and ready for wear next time. She has 
learned to bake very good cakes, and pounces on a new 
recipe more eagerly than on a new comic book. She has, on 
occasion, done the marketing and is very shrewd about 
prices and values 

Judy is a far cry from herself at 8, when she depended on 
Mother in every detail of her life. She’s now on her way to 
becoming a very capable homemaker someday. Even now, 
as I write this, she has just brought for my inspection a skirt 
of mine which she has shortened and hemmed for herself. I

well! If | had stayed at home, however, I'd have tried it, and 
she probably wouldn’t have known how to do it for years.

On the subject of blueberries, the New York State 
Experiment Station at Geneva reports that by far the 
best food for blueberries is ordinary sulfate of am- 
monia. Nitrogen in the form of ammonia is necessary 
in the feeding of this bush fruit. 


Hard work—but worth it! 


Another old-time idea that has received a boost is the 
double-trenching of garden soil. This means removing 
the topsoil, digging out subsoil to the depth of a foot, 
placing the topsoil in the bottom, and putting the sub- 
soil on top. 

Soil scientists say that crops grown on deep-worked 
soil need only from a half to a tenth as much plant food. 
It’s simple: The additional area for the roots to roam 
through means more root surface exposed to foods. 
Plants suffer less from drouths, too. 


Easter lily thrives in “sweet” soil 


Acid soils generally are recommended for growing 
lilies. 

Tests at the Beltsville, Maryland, station of the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture prove this isn’t the case, 
however, at least for the Easter lily, Lilium longiflorum. 

Use of acid soils on the Easter lily at Beltsville pro- 
duced scorched foliage, stunted roots, and fewer, 
smaller flowers. Addition of calcium reduced the acidi- 
ty and cured most of the trouble. 


Seed treatment beats seed-corn maggot 


Seed-corn maggot, a soil pest that attacks Lima beans, 
snap beans, and sweet corn, apparently has been over- 
come by researchers at the New York State Experi- 
ment Station. 

Control consists in treating seeds before planting 
with a paste or “slurry” made by combining the fungi- 
cide Arasan with one of the insecticides—chlordane, 
lindane, or dieldrin. 

Previously, the only way to control seed-corn mag- 
got was to plant during the so-called “‘maggot-free 
period’’—after the first brood of maggots has matured 
and before the second brood appears. If rain prevented 
planting at this time, control was lost. 


(ood apple trees 


If your apple trees start to die back at the tips and the 
dead leaves are blackish-brown, chances are they’re 
infected with fire blight, a disease carried by insects. 
Control of the disease—cutting off dead branches with 
sterilized pruning tools—is all but impossible for the 
home gardener. The planting of resistant varieties is 
more satisfactory. 

Northern Spy, Wealthy, McIntosh, Cortland, Early 
McIntosh, and Macoun are among the blight-resistant 
varieties, according to Dr. H. B. Tukey of Michigan 
State College. Highly susceptible kinds are Jonathan, 
R. I. Greening, and Yellow Transparent. 

Established trees of these latter varieties susceptible 
to fire blight can be reworked to resistant kinds by 
grafting. Since only green, leafy growth is attacked, 
the fact that woody parts are of a susceptible variety 
would not make a tree open to attack.

1 it’s a challenge you want—and the thrill of 

secing plants you've raised from “babies” grow 

into lush-blooming beauties to set off your rooms 
grow America’s most popular house plant 

Thousands of homemakers (and their hus- 
bands) have put the African-violet, Saintpaulia, 
solidly into this position of high favor. To them, 
there’s nothing quite like growing African-violets, 

Why is the African-violet so popular? 

The real fan grows a constantly expanding list 
of varieties from single leaves, divisions, or seeds. 
He'll tell you the leaves, available in many shapes 
and shades of green, are always attractive; the 
flowers ever-appealing in shades through red, 
purple, blue, lavender-pink, and white. 

Other reasons the confirmed collector will 
give you are (1) the long blooming period, (2) 
the fact that African-violets can be grown and 
flowered in east and north windows where many 
other plants won't respond, and (3) the ease with 
which vou can increase them. New varieties are 
easily developed—still another factor in the 
widespread popularity 

If you're a beginner with African-violets, 
you'll want to start with a few good, but easily 
grown, varieties. Here are six kinds that will start 
you off on this fascinating, new hobby: 


Blue Girl Supreme —large, midnight-blue flow- 
ers, striking, scalloped-edge foliage with a cream- 
colored base. This white splotch is the distin- 
guishing mark of all ‘girl’ type foliage. 


Mentor Boy —a variety with dark red-violet 
blooms: glossy, dark green leaves. 


White Lady —free-blooming, pure white flowers. 


Pink Beauty —color of blossoms is apple-blossom 
pink: light green foliage. 
Purple Prince —free-flowering, purple blooms. 
Red Girl -ciaret-colored blooms; fluted foliage 
with cream centers. 

When you're really on the way in growing 
African-violets, here are six newer, but still mod- 
erately priced, kinds to try in your home: 


Blushing Maiden—this one has light shell-pink 
flowers; a free-blooming variety. 


White Prize—-one of best in the newer whites. 
Redhead Supreme —large,claret-colored blooms. 


Sailor Girl—lighter blue than the original Blue

What todo... 


When leaf stems go jellylike, your plant usually is getting too much water. 
Leaf stems resting on moist, porous clay pot rims also develop areas like jelly —due 
to contact with soil salts that collect on rims and soil surfaces. Let soil surface dry 
between waterings and support softened foliage with paper collars. Cover rims with 
wax or aluminum foil. Leaf troubles vary 
lithe water, or gas in the air. Yellow leaves indicate too much sun, or redspider-mite. 
Drops of cold water, or sun shining on wet leaves, make yellow spots or streaks. 


If entire crown rots off, you probably are overwatering. Remove crown, cut off 
rotted portions, and reset in a pot of vermiculite or medium-dry potting soil. W ater 
sparingly until new roots form, If the plant isn’t too important in your collection, 
throw the retted crown away. Unless crown rot is caused by nematodes (see page 
31). your plant likely will survive cutting back. Ferbam is a good preventive for 


crown rot due to fungus. Use ', to '9 tablespoon to a quart of water as a spray. 


When buds drop off before opening. This happens if you expose plants to 
sudden temperature changes. Watch for this trouble in spring and fall when day 
and night temperatures are variable. Too much feeding also can cause bud dropping. 

When plants won't bloom, your soil may lack necessary food elements. Water 
plants once a month with liquid plant food (twice the first month). See page 30.

Hew to water 
To be successful with African- 
violets, vou'll need to give close 
attention to the care you give them 
Most important is proper moisture 
Most troubles you may have will 
be duc to excessive moisture in the 


soil. Too often, African-violets are 
grown like bog plants, with pots 
constantly in saucers or containers 
filled with water. They do need 


moisture, but they won't thrive if 
their roots are always wet 

How often you need to water de- 
pends considerably on the kind of 
pots you use If you place the pot 
in a snug-fitting jardiniere, watch 
for trouble from accumulated 
moisture and lack of air movement 
around the pot. You'll spare your- 
self trouble by making sure the 
outer container is big enough for 
an alt Space between it and the pot 

Water African-violets like you 
would any potted plant. But make 
sure water 1s of room te mperature, 
never cold. Give water only when 
the soil surface feels dry to touch 

Most popular of three satisfac- 
tory methods is bottom-watering 
placing the pots in saucers filled 
with water. Let your pots soak up 
enough water to thoroughly mois- 
ten the soil. Then place them in dry 
saucers until time to water again 

If watering from the top, use a 
small-spout watering pot By doing 
this, you won't harm the foliage by 
splashing. But make certain the 
water is tepid and the plant is not 
in strong sun while leaves are wet 

An occasional washing of the 
leaves with water of room tempera- 
ture is good for the plants 

The third method, wick-water- 
ing, eliminates frequent filling of 
pots or saucers Insert cotton or 
spun-glass wicks into the holes in the 
bottoms of your containers. Spread 


wick ends to cover pot bottoms 
Then suspend the wicks in water- 
filled saucers below. At least once 
a week, let soil get dry to touch

Ideal temperature range is from 
a low of 60 to a high of 75 degrees 
Very-high temperatures tend to 
slow growth. So keep your plants 
in a fairly cool place in summer 

Along with good light and right 
temperatures goes ample air cir- 
culation, A closed room is hard on 
plants. Give your African-violets 
plenty of fresh air, but no cold 
drafts. They'll do best on a screened 
porch in summer, thriving on fresh 
air, plenty of light, and an occa- 
sional watering from rain blowing 
in through the screens. 


Soil mixture 

The third essential in growing 
African-violets is the proper soil 
mixture Bec ause near ly every 
commercial grower advises a dif- 
ferent mixture, this phase soon be- 
comes confusing to the beginner 

An ideal soil combination for 
African-violets is made by stirring 
together 4 parts of good garden 
soil, 2 parts of leafmold or granu- 
lated peatmoss, 2 parts of well- 
rotted manure, and 2 parts sand 
Add !'5 cup of bonemeal to 2 gal- 
lons of the mixture. Add 4 cup of 
fine charcoal per gallon to avoid 
possible soil souring. 

If you lack facilities to make up 
such a soil mixture, you can buy 
especially prepared African-vio- 
let soils from your garden-supply 
store, or from one of the many 
commercial growers. 


Hew to feed 


Don’t overfeed your plants. Feed 
full-grown: plants once a month 
weekly feeding is too much. 

A liquid, plant food is most popu- 
ular with growers. Any of the sol- 
uble-tablet or powdered plant 
foods are also suitable 

To make a liquid food solution, 
dissolve '4 teaspoon of high-analy- 
sis, dry plant food per quart of 
water, Or stir 2 level teaspoons of 
superphosphate in a quart of warm 
water. With a complete plant food 

5-10-5 or 6-10-4 formulas—use 1 
teaspoon per quart. Use concen- 
trated liquid formulas as directed. 


When to repot 


The only sure way to know when 
plants need repotting is to examine 
roots for evidence of crowding. 

To test, turn plant out on your 
outspread tingers before watering. 
If roots show a white net next to 
pot, shift to a larger size

To control, 
Spray of dust with rotenone or 
pyrethrum preparations. Repeat 
treatment every 10 days. 


Springtails. Springtails are whit- 
ish, slender insects. They hop like 
fleas, live in decaying organic mat- 
ter of soil 

Control! them, and fungus gnats, 
by applying a thin layer of tobacco 
dust on the surface of the soil, and 
watering through it. Or dust a 6 
percent chlordane powder lightly 
on the soil surface. 


Broad-mites. This pest attacks 
lower leaf surfaces, causing them 
to curl down, Dust plant lightly 
with fine-powdered sulfur 3 times 
a day at 4-day intervals. 


Flies. Gnats or black flies come 
from organic matter in your pot- 
ting mixture. Dust surface with a 
5 percent DDT dust.

For this house has three bedrooms. It has an attached 
garage with excellent storage space. It has a central hall, 
a breakfast room, a living-dining area 14 feet wide and 
2214 feet long. Yet. including the garage, the house adds 
up to only 1,772 square feet of floor space. 

The secret? Smart space-engineering to get full value 
from every square foot of enclosed space. 

At the same time, the house is so planned that you 
could build it on a busy street if you like, without sacri- 
ficing full privacy. To assure privacy, the living room, 
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eating areas, porch, and one bedroom are at the rear, 
where they share a garden view. In winter, you could 
eat in the dining area of the living room, under a recessed 
light that brings the glow of candlelight to silver and 
crystal. 

The kitchen and two front bedrooms share the street- 
side. The kitchen has its own dining space, and the pair 
of windows at the rear not only provide good cross venti- 
lation and added light, but also serve as a pass-through 
which makes the porch a perfect, hot-weather dining spot. 

Though the two front bedrooms are small, the space in 
them has been cleverly used. Both rooms are planned for 
children. Their closets have built-in chests of trays which 
are designed so children can see what clothing is in a tray 
without having to open it or dig through it.

Thousands of families are facing that problem today, 
especially families dreaming of really satisfying space and 
individual privacy on a tight housing budget 

It would be nice indeed if there were a flat ‘‘ves”’ or 
“no” answer to their question. There isn’t—there are too 
many variables, too many imponderables. 

But if that is your problem, too, there are several sturdy 
guideposts to help you reach an intelligent decision, one 
that will fit your family, your budget, your community. 


Perhaps you have no choice 


First, a harsh fact. Say vour income is about average, 
and you have (or expect to have) a family of five or more 
to house. Sooner or later, you'll be shopping the used- 
house market. 

With several children, enough space becomes your 
“most necessary’ luxury. Without it, you'll have a diffi- 
cult time building a happy, well-ordered family life 

And to get that basic space on a tight budget, your best 
bet is still an older house, even if it must be a less-desir- 
able house in many respects. 

A Veterans’ Administration official points out that 
after World War IL, thousands of ex-G.1.’s rushed to buy 
shiny, brand-new minimum houses. Six years and three 
youngsters later, those same houses are bursting at the 
seams. The rose-covered dream cottage for two has taken 
on many of the unpleasant aspects of a jail cell. 

Those who found homes with a real expansion possi- 
bility, in the form of an unfinished attic, are safe. They 
can extend their loans to cover the finishing operation. 

But for others, the only answer is to pull up roots, never 
very pleasant, and to move to a larger new house if the 
budget permits, a larger old house if it doesn't. The 
dream of a new house is hard to give up. But most of the 
families caught in the squeeze would be money ahead to- 
day if they had originally bought the big, old house, com- 
plete with drafts, cracked plaster, and plenty of floor space. 


Can't anybody win in this game? 

As Better Homes & Gardens has often pointed out, it’s 
a mistake to buy a family home as an investment, in the 
hope of unloading it later and making a financial killing 
Your satisfaction with a home depends in large measure 
on the love and care you lavish on it, the deep-rooted 
permanence it gives you and yours 

But on the other hand, nobody wants to play a sucker 
game. Those mortgage payments must be met, year after 
year, good times and bad 

And when you buy an old house today, that’s the rub. 

Here’s why. In a time of housing shortages and infla- 
tion, every home offered for sale carries a “scarcity pre- 
mium” in the price tag, over and above its real value. 
Proportionately, you usually pay a greater premium on 
an old house than on a new one. 

Then, as shortages are eased and buyers have more 
choice, that scarcity premium drains away. Rightly or 
wrongly, it runs out of the market value of an older house 
first.

Spread over cooled filing, sealing 
to edges of pastry. Brown in moder- 
ate oven (350°) 13 to 15 minutes. 

To grate lemon or orange: Rub fruit 
diagonally across grater in long strokes. 
(You'll find this trick makes the grater 
easier to wash afterward.) Grate only 
the bright part of the peel.

L there's anything that aggravates 
most people, it’s the dog that jumps 
up on them 

We've all experienced it. The 
habit is quite common. Dogs jump 
up on us and disarrange and soil 
our clothes with their dirty paws 
If it's a hot day, the dog’s wet, 
panting tongue leaves a trail of 
saliva across our laps. It’s un- 
pleasant and distasteful, even to the 
most confirmed dog lover 

Jumping up is an easy habit a 
dog falls into if given the slightest 
encouragement. As soon as a pup 
learns to walk, he'll jump on his 
master’s knee in search of a friend- 
ly pat. From the moment a pup 
opens his eyes, he craves attention 
The animal naturally becomes a 
habitual jumper as the months 
pass. That is, unless he’s taught 
otherwise 

If the dog is just a youngster, it’s 
only fair to grant the dog's master 
a little time to iron out the trouble 
But, if the animal is full-grown, it 
means that he hasn’t been proper- 
ly trained 

It’s the master who's at fault, 
not the poor, well-meaning animal 
who is performing what he thinks 
is only a common courtesy~that 
of welcoming a visitor 

If a dog jumps up on you, don't 
condemn him too hastily. Blame 
lack of training. Dogs, like chil- 
dren, are entitled to a little educa- 
tion, to teach them to be good pets 
If allowed to go their own way, 
they'll do everything wrong 

Remember three important 
things: (1) Choose one method and 
stick to it. (2) Instruct all the fami- 
ly and guests, as far as possible, to 
adhere to the identical training 
Repetition, without exception, gets 
better results. (3) Don’t spoil the 
training routine at any point by a 
lapse in the schedule. This will 
only confuse the dog. 


My dog is troubled with indiges- 
tion, vomiting, and gas which makes 
his stomach gurgle. He is very-fond 
of fried eggs and bologna. Could this 
be the trouble?—-Mrs. E. F. P., 
Illinois. 

A dog is a poor judge of good 
nutrition, rates food on the basis of 
taste, like a child. Be firm. Feed 
recognized brands of dog food. 
Never give a dog fried or spiced food. 


T have kept golefish for vears but I 
notice they never breed. Can you tell 
me if they breed in captivity and 


what is wrong, if anything?— Miss 
G. H. D., Nebraska. 
Conditions in your aquarium 


are probably not conducive to 
breeding. A breeding tank should 
have proper vegetation, “cover” in 
the form of stones, mussel shells, 
gravel, and sand.

Is a big, old house the best buy? 


if they can get one and can afford 
one; the older house, no matter 
how well cared for, is harder to sell 
when housing is abundant 

So if you buy an old house today 
and hold it for several years, it is 
almost inevitable that you will take 
a substantial loss when vou sell it 

It also follows, however, that you 
may live in an area where the de- 
mand for housing is already largely 
satisfied. That means a good part 
of the scarcity premium has evapo- 
rated. In such a case, a good, old 
house may well be an excellent buy. 


What determines value? 

There are many _ interwoven 
factors that determine the price of 
a house, new or old. The forces of 
supply and demand are constantly 
at work. And there is replacement 
cost; in a period like the past dec- 
ade, the skyrocketing cost of new 
houses pulls up the market value of 
old houses, often far beyond their 
original cost. And with new houses, 
buyers expect continuing improve- 
ment of equipment, which may add 
much to the basic shelter cost. 

But taking an extremely long- 
range view, every house, like every 
automobile, depreciates at a regu- 
lar rate each year. The deprecia- 
tion rate of a house is usually fig- 
ured at 3 percent per year. 

Can you slow that rate of de- 
cline? Obviously, vou can, if you 
give each part of an aging house 
regular maintenance attention, 
and replace those parts that be- 
come obsolete. It’s entirely pos- 
sible, if you want to make the in- 
vestment of time and money, to 
make an old house worth almost as 
much as equivalent new property. 

There is one thing you can’t 
control. That's the neighborhood 

A declining neighborhood, with 
rooming houses and filling stations 
and corner grocery stores moving 
in, is bound to take its toll of the 
value of all its single-family homes. 

So look first at the neighborhood 
when you go old-house hunting. 
Ample facilities—nearby schools, 
churches, stores, transportation— 
will probably be available. But are 
homes and yards neat and well 
kept, or are they unkempt and un- 
attractive? Does zoning protection 
exist, or is light industry already 
moving in? 

Questions like these will give you 
a good key to the value of the home 
10 or 20 years from now. By all 
means check the actual house 
carefully. You'll find tips to help 
you in “How to Judge an Old 
House” (page 112). But take a long 
look at the neighborhood, too. 


Up-dating vs. starting- 
from-scratch 

You hear a lot these days about 
those energetic young people who 
build themselves new homes with 
their own hands, from the excava- 
tion up. It’s being done every day. 
It’s a wonderful, inspiring opera- 
tion. But before you are tempted to 
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trv it, make sure you have the 
know-how, the time, the energy, 
and the financing. 

The last is the rock that wrecks 
most such plans. If you don’t have 
a good accumulation of ready cash, 
you almost need a fairy godmother 
Most lenders are still understand- 
ably reluctant to advance hard 
cash on a dream. 

There is an alternative. Why not 
put your sweat, energy, and avail- 
able cash, as you come by it, into 
bringing an old house up to date? 

Such an operation will prob- 
ably cost you more in the long run. 
You may end up with less to show 
for your tribulation. You may 
never get one job finished. to your 
complete satisfaction, for in an old 
house there will always be another 
job demanding urgent attention. 

Then, why bother? 

In the first place, you immedia- 
tely have a tangible, existing house 
for your lending agency to appraise 
and advance mortgage money on. 

Second, you have basic shelter, 
at the very least, from the day you 
want to move in. You don’t have to 
live in a tent, or double up with 
relatives, or continue paying rent 

Third, and most important, your 
work can go just as rapidly or as 
slowly as your funds and energy 
permit. You aren’t hounded by the 
urgent need to keep going for 
months on end, while your regular 
work, your health, and your familv’s 
happiness suffer. 

Will the house you finally 
achieve by remodeling be as satis- 
fying as the one you built from 
scratch? That depends on you. But 
there is a good chance it will be 
more satisfying, for you started 
with that basic abundance of space. 


Remodeling economics 


It is difhcult to generalize about 
the economics of remodeling. Al- 
most anything you do will cost 
more in an old house than in a new 
one, on a comparable basis, for you 
have to tear down before you build 
up. But on a straight cash basis 
there is one guiding principle. 

It’s this. Any new addition to an 
existing house is likely to pay for it- 
self in increased market value if the 
day should come when you want to 
sell the house. But a replacement of 
major mechanical equipment 
plumbing, wiring, heating, et 
isn’t so likely to do so, because you 
are throwing away something you 
have already bought before you 
start the new installation. 

Even that rule doesn’t hold 
completely, because mechanical 
equipment becomes obsolete much 
more rapidly than the shell of a 
house. You might need a new heat- 
ing plant or new lighting fixtures 
to make a house marketable at all. 

But if the old house you choose 
to buy is going to need a major 
replacement of mechanical equip- 
ment in the near future, keep that 
fact firmly in mind when you con- 
sider the fairness of the asking price.

Gutters and elbows, If you 
can't get a close look at the 
roof, gutters and downspouts 
indicate what its condition 
may be. 

The rusted-through elbow 
at the right is clogged with 
fragments of shingles — ob- 
vious evidence that the roof 
is in bad shape, needs repairs 


Straps and fittings. Gut- 
ters and downspouts, and 
their supports, give longest 
service if they are made of 
nonrusting metal. 

It's a good idea to have 
a magnet with you when 
judging a house. If it doesn’t 
“pull” on a painted gutter or 
downspout, the metal likely 
is rustproof copper or zine 
rather than galvanized iron 


Roof. This is the actual roof that clogged the downspout pictured 
above. A complete roofing job is in order here — roofer’s estimate was 
$1,000. You can bet that there’s more than one rotted rafter under 
The uncapped ridge left the top 
course of shingles vulnerable to being blown off by high winter winds 


those curled and broken shingles. 


Flashing. Be sure rustproof metal flashing is used around the chim- 
ney, vent pipes, dormers, skylights, and to line valleys. Flashing 
should extend far enough under roofing material to keep water 
from backing up over the top of its edge. Note the shingled ridge cap 
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Chimney. While you're outside, in- 
spect chimney. If it’s like this, it will 
need major repair. Note notches in 
top, daylight coming thro as low 
as third course; mortar missing from 
between the bricks near the window 


Chimney in good condition. No 
loose bricks here. Twin flues with 
fire clay tile linings projecting above 
serve fireplace and heating plant. 
Note calking between board siding 
and brickwork to keep out water 


Let’s take a look at the basement 


Good construction and wiring. Beams should 
be spaced 16 inches apart, bridging should occur 


every eight feet to prevent twisting. Subflooring 


is diagonal; the wires run through joist centers 


Girders. For proper support 
to wide spans, floor joists 
may be supported by either a 
heavy wooden girder as shown 
or by a steel I-beam. 

Where girders are joined, 
they should be supported by 
substantial upright member, 
like steel lally column shown
